Behavioral scientists know that the things 
we tell ourselves about life can either create 
stress or eliminate it. And among the most 
stress reducing ideas are those that help us 
understand and accept ourselves as fallible 
beings with basic and sometimes irrational 
needs. The following notion is one of these. 
.Although it runs contrary to popular wisdom, 
it is supported by psychological research. 
Knowing it can definitely diminish stress. 

It Is .All Right To Enjoy Being .Alone. 

There are many people who delight in 
solitude, but tend to feel guilty when they do. 
They believe it is wrong, or even a sign 
of mental illness not to want to be with 
others all the time. They find themselves in 
conflict when other people desire their com¬ 
pany if, at the same time, they wish to be 
alone. 

Now it is true that, basically, we humans 
are social animals. We depend on each other 
for the satisfaction of our affiliation needs. 
The company of others can indeed be ful¬ 
filling. But we also require independence and 
autonomy; and we can find great solace in 
separate, individual activity and private medi¬ 
tation. The ability to detach from others is 
an important part of our make-up, for we 
must have our private times to recharge our 
psychological batteries. These periods are es¬ 
sential to our mental well-being and inner 
growth. Many of our great leaders have clearly 
manifested this need.

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State awards $4.1 m to homeless projects 


The Deukinejian Ad¬ 
ministration announced l 
recently that the Oepari- s 
ment of Housing and I 
Community Development I 
(HCD) awarded a total < 
of $4.1 million on grants < 
for emergenev shcltci ' 
through state and lederal ' 
programs that provide 
temporary shelter lor Cali¬ 
fornia’s homeless popn 
lation. 

The state Emergency 
Shelter Program awarded 
$3.5 million to shelter 
organizations in .‘'3 com¬ 
munities throughout Cali¬ 
fornia, including all of 
the major metropolitan 
cities. The current fund¬ 
ing round, included in 
the Governor’s I Y I986- 
87 budget, is funded 
through the California 
Housing Trust l und. I he 
awards for this program 
will assist in the provi¬ 
sion of an additional 1.2 
million nights of shelter 
for California’s homeless 
population — the ct|uiva- 
lent of 30 days of shel¬ 
ter for over 42,472 per 
sons. 

In 1983, Governor 
Deukmejian established 
the state Emergency 
Shelter Program, provi¬ 
ding $2.6 million which 
was awarded to 30 shel¬ 
ter providers statewide. 
Since then, the Governor 
signed legislation in 1984 
providing $5 million to 
expand and equip shel¬ 
ters and in 1985, in¬ 
cluded an additional $5 
million in the hY 1985 ' 
86 budget. The program, 
now in its lourth year 
of operation, has awarded 
a total of $l7.l million 
to 368 shelter organiza¬ 
tions throughout the state 
and will provide over 9.8 
million nights of shelter 
for those in critical need. 


This year, for the first 
time, the state also re¬ 
ceived funds from the 
Federal Emergency Shel¬ 
ter Ciranis program. The 
City of Berkeley, City of 
Oakland, City of Pasa¬ 
dena, City of Redding, 
County of Sacramento, 
County of San Joaquin, 
and County of Suiter 
will use the grant money 
- a total of $638,OtX) — 
for a variety of activi¬ 
ties designed to improve 
the safely and quality of 
emergency shelters. 

I he l ederal Emergency 
Shelter Program was en¬ 
acted in October of 1986 
and provided $10 million 
for assistance to shelters 
throughout the country. 
Ihe larger California 


communities of Los An¬ 
geles, San Franciseo, San 
Diego, and Los Angeles 
County received funds 
directly from the federal 
Department of Housing 
and Urban Development 
(HUD). All other cities 
and counties were eligible 
to compete for the re¬ 
mainder of California’s 
allocation, which is ad¬ 
ministered by HCD. 

The city of Berkeley 
was awarded $160,711 tor 
renovation, maintenance, 
operations and services 
at the Berkeley Family 
Shelter. 

The city of Oakland 

was awarded $112,918 for 
renovation, operations 
and services at the Wo¬ 


men’s Refuge. 

The city of Pasadena 
was awarded $30,000 for 
renovation, operations, 
main-tcnance and services 
at three shelters; Hill 
House, Hestia House and 
Union Station/The De¬ 
pot. 

The city of Redding 
was awarded $30,000 for 
renovation of the Shasta 
County Women’s Refuge. 

The county of Sacra¬ 
mento was awarded $157, 
013 for renovation, lease 
payments, maintenance, 
operations, and services at 
two shelters: The South 
Area Emergency Housing 
Center Women’s Refuge 
and the WEAVE/Soropti- 
misi Safehouse. 

The county of San 


Joaquin was awarded 
$73,673 for lease pay¬ 
ments, operations, and 
services at the Stockton 
Shelter for the Home¬ 
less. 

The county of Sutter 
was awarded $73,685 for 
renovation of the Casa 
de Esperanza Shelter. 

The seven selected 
grantees ranked highest 
in a competitive rating 
system which placed em¬ 
phasis on projects that 
are ready to be imple¬ 
mented immediately. 
Neither the stale nor any 
of the local grantees will 
use any of Ihe funds for 
administration. One 
hundred percent will go 
directly to the shelters.

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Water supply questioned by PUC 




Indications are that 
C'alifoiina may be head¬ 
ing into a drought. Ac¬ 
cording to a survey of the 
large water utilities regu¬ 
lated by the state Public 
Utilities Commission, 
there is a sullicient source 
of water for these utilities 
in 1987, but if the state 
does not get enough 
waterfall this next winter, 
some form of stringent 
conservation or rationing 
may become necessary to 
meet normal residential 
water needs in 1988. 

The water supply for 
small water utilities is ex¬ 
pected to generally follow 
the same trend as that 
for larger water utilities. 
However, small com¬ 
panies with a history of 
water shortages may be 
forced to truck in water, 
as in the recent cases of 
Citizens Utilities in San 
Mateo County and Camp 
Meeker Water Company 
in Sonoma County. 


Conservation aware¬ 
ness programs by both 
commission - regulated 
private utilities and muni¬ 
cipal water districts con¬ 
tain critically needed 
public information and 
education programs to 
promote wise water use 
and eliminate waste, par¬ 
ticularly in dry years. 

In addition to these 
programs, the Eastbay 
Municipal Utility District 
and the Los Angeles De¬ 
partment of Water and 
Power have embarked on 
voluntary conservation 
programs through highly 
focused advertising cam¬ 
paigns. 

If a drought appears 
likely, the commission will 
probably be asked to 
adopt an updated ration¬ 
ing plan and authorize 
water utilities to imple¬ 
ment the plan whose gen¬ 
eral features are as fol¬ 
lows: 

• Water hoses restrict¬ 


ed from using to wash 
vehicles, boats, walks, 
pavements, etc. 

• Lawn and landscape 
watering restricted to cool 
period at night or even¬ 
ing, and timed to avoid 
overwatering and runoff. 

• Customers to avoid 
unnecessary water use in 
all ways possible, and to 
practice accepted con¬ 
servation methods such as 
repairing leaky faucets 
and using full dishwasher 
or washing machine 
loads. 

• Noncompliance with 
the restriction could re¬ 
sult in a restrictive device 
installed, after one warn¬ 
ing notice, in a customer’s 
service line. 

Historically, the state’s 
weather cycles show that 
dry years are often pre¬ 
ceded and followed by 
wet years. 1986 was very 
,wet, with some of the 
worst flooding in Califor¬ 
nia’s history. 1987 is turn¬ 


ing out to be very dry. 
It is impossible to pre¬ 
dict whether 1988 will be 
dry or wet; if very dry, 
the state will be in a 
drought.
